THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


On the first Monday in June, 1971, the Company gathered 
at Faneuil Hall to celebrate the 334th consecutive year of our 
existence, As our now long established custom dictates, we will 
preface this Annual Record with some of the happenings of this 
year, so that future readers of this record will place us in the 
proper niche in history. 

During the Company Year, one of our Honorary Members, 
Kevin White, was re-elected Mayor of the City of Boston. Also 
in this year, we lost one of our distinguished Honorary Members. 
His Royal Highness, the Duke of Windsor, who had been on our 
Rolls since 1936. He passed away 28 May 1972 in Paris, France. 

Nationally, a furor was created, which still continues, be- 
cause of the unauthorized publication of the ‘Pentagon Papers” 
which dealt with decisions, recommendations and communiques 
arising out of our involvement in Vietnam during the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations. Also covered were diplomatic 
phases that occurred under President Eisenhower. The material 
was “classified” and, therefore, from a government view, was 
not in the public realm. The ensuing arguments centered around 
National Security vs. Free Press and the general public’s “right 
to know”. The case eventually went to the U. S. Supreme Court, 
which in a split decision (6-3) upheld the right of newspapers 
to publish the material. ; ; 

In interplanetary travel, three Soviet cosmonauts were killed 
during their return trip to earth. They had spent a record 23 
days, 17 hours and 20 minutes in orbit. — 

A California farm-labor contractor was indicted for the in- 
explicable murder of twenty-five farm laborers. 

A band of Indians had captured Alcatraz Island, the aban- 
doned site of a famous federal prison, and occupied it nineteen 
months. Finally in June of 197], the U. S. Marshals “recaptured” 
it, and resettled the Indians. 

In Northern Ireland fighting continued with bombings and 
murders. 
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Three of our Astronauts on Apollo Mission 15 spent three 
days on the moon and brought back two hundred and twenty-six 
pounds of surface material. One sample was judged to be 4.5 
billion years old. 

Nikita Krushchev, who as premier of Russia visited the 
United States, died in September. He was one of the more ebul- 
lient Russian leaders. 

President Nixon imposed a Wage, Price and Rent freeze to 
attempt to stem the tide of inflation. This was to last ninety 
days, but on November 15, when it would have expired, it was 
apparent it would have to be extended. There was a great deal 
of confusion but it appeared to be the only practical approach 
to halting the spiraling costs of living. 

Since 1972 would be a Presidential Election Year, there was 
great activity on the International scene. 

President Nixon announced that he planned to visit Red 
China, to try and bring the 750,000,000 Chinese into the main- 
stream of modern living. His announcement provoked concern 
in Russia, Japan and Taiwan, which was the see of Nationalist 
China and a member of the United Nations. Taiwan was ousted 
from the U.N. and Red China was admitted on motion of Al- 
bania. This evoked considerable ill will and a threat by Con- 
gress to cut down the U. S. financial support of the United 
Nations. 

However, President Nixon eventually visited both China 
and Russia, and appeared to have done much to ease tensions in 
the world. The wisdom of his actions is still debated by the 
Conservatives but the visits did much to enhance the President's 
stature. 

The withdrawal of our forces from Vietnam continues and 
casualty figures among American troops are becoming less and 
less. An early settlement of this most unhappy conflict is antici- 
pated. 

But so much for contemporary occurrences. We will proceed 
to the matters of this day which include the election of Officers 
for the ensuing year. 

As in the hundreds of years preceding, the Company, to- 
gether with the visiting delegations from the Centennial Legion 
of Historic Military Commands, lunched at the Armory in Fan- 
euil Hall and then formed on South Market Street outside our 
Historic Hall. 

_ Headed by the Ancients, this colorful parade followed the 
historic route to the Old State House, the new State House and 
then to the Cathedral Church of St. Paul for religious services. 


From the Cathedral, the Company proceeded to Boston Com- 
mon for the Drum Head Election.

On Thursday, 5 August 1971, the Committee boarded an 
Eastern Airline Flight to New York to board the Queen Eliza- 
beth 2 which was sailing from Pier 92 in New York.

Many meetings were held both by the Committee and with 
various departments of the ship. 

The additional members traveled with us at their own ex- 
pense. They assisted in many ways making sure each detail of 
our planned visit was thoroughly examined. 

Colonel Lynch met on several occasions with Staff Captain 
D. H. Lee to arrange operational landing at Commonwealth 
Pier and the Parade to the ship and the flying of the Ancients 
Flag and the manner of boarding. The arrival at Southampton 
and the ceremonies there were planned and the Boat Train to 
London was all arranged. 

Also discussed was the reception in Boston and the pres- 
entation of a plaque to the QE2 commemorating the Maiden 
Visit to Boston for the embarkation of the Ancients. 

The Committee was greeted upon arrival at 8:30 in South- 
ampton on August 11th by Cunard officials and COL P. Massey, 
Executive Secretary of the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London. After a brief scan of the terminal and various duties 
of the Committee were accomplished, we boarded the Boat Train 
for London.

COL Massey briefed the Captain and Adjutant on the ar- 
rangements to date and upon arrival at Waterloo Station the 
Committee immediately was taken to the Grosvenor House in 
Park Lane where the Company would be quartered on the 334th 
FFDTD. 

A special meeting was held at the American Embassey at 
1130 on 12 August 1971 where the Queen had asked of the Com- 
pany, through channels, if the date of 7 October 1971 was ac- 
ceptable to the Company and it was agreed upon by Captain 
Keelan and further details were to be completed at a later date. 
A meeting was held at Armoury House with the HAC Com- 
mittee which consisted of MAJ William Loscombe, Chairman, 
MAJ John Hill, Pres. Boston Association; CPT Arthur Green, 
Vice Pres. HAC; COL Brian L. Davis, Regional Colonel HAC; 
MAJ J.A.C. Baxter, Treasurer HAC; MAJ Leonard A. Oakden, 
Treasurer Boston Association; Captain Alan Orr, Secretary Bos- 
ton Association and COL P. Massey, Exec. Sec. HAC. 

It was a very productive meeting and the following items 
were resolved: arrival, reception, ceremonies, banquet, depart- 
ure, medals and publicity. 

Several meetings were held with individual members and 
coordination with the Grosvenor House was accomplished and 
all was now in readiness for October. 


NOTE: It is most important that it be noted here that 
the planning of this trip took over three years and that many, 
many people were instrumental in its format. For the record 
a brief outline of what transpired is inserted at this time. 

CPT Keelan, after being selected Second Lieutenant in 
1967, gave thought to what form this trip would take and where 
to lead the Company. He had been to London in 1954 with 
Past Commander Tom Carty and had always enjoyed London 
and its charm. Queen Elizabeth 2 was just being completed and 
was getting ready for the Trans-Atlantic Maiden Voyage. He 
talked about this with many of his friends and in 1968 a meet- 
ing was held with COL Greville Spratt, then Regimental Colo- 
nel, at his home in Oxshoot with Ed Keelan, Jim Lynch and 
Frank Reid. An informal request was set forth for an invita- 
tion to visit the HAC in 1971. This was granted in October of 
1969. Ed Keelan and Jim Lynch went to Cunard and asked if 
they would divert the QE2 and this was not received favorably, 
but by consultation with Sir Basil Smallpiece, Chairman of the 
Board of Cunard, it was agreed on 19 March 1970 to bring the 
ship to Boston and rooms were immediately reserved for 300. 
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In October of 1969, many hotels were contacted and it was 
agreed to reserve accommodations at the Grosvenor House on 
Park Lane. 

The next step was to have the entire Company received by 
Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II. On 11 June 1970, COL and 
Mrs. Lynch were formally presented to Her Majesty at the Royal 
Review and Garden Party celebrating her birthday and our visit 
in 1971 was briefly discussed and thus laid the ground work for 
the events that followed.

Members of the Company reported to the Armory in Fan- 
euil Hall at 0930 on Friday, 1 October 197] to begin the 334th 
Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. The Company formed in Parade 
Formation, predetermined by the Adjutant, and the parade be- 
gan at 1030 at Dock Square with the Boston Police Band pro- 
viding music. The route was along Congress Street to Atlantic 
Avenue to Commonwealth Pier. The Queen Elizabeth 2 had 
arrived at 0610. Word had been sent to Faneuil Hall and our 
flag was dispatched by Police Escort. As the parade approached 
the ship, a great crowd was on both sides of the street, With 
the size of the QE2 and the beautiful clear day, each member 
could feel the spirit of the occasion.

At 0600, the QE2 docked at LeHavre, France. After a 
brief stay, during which some passengers disembarked, we were 
back at sea again at 0830. At 1430, all members reported to the 
upper deck in parade uniform to receive honors from the recep- 
tion committee. All members reported to the Double Down 
Room immediately upon docking for a formal reception given 
by the Master of Ship and other dignitaries. The HAC Regi- 
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mental Colonel, Brian Davis, stood on a reviewing stand on the 
dock and, on the second tier of the Quay, the Royal Marine 
Band played the ship into port. Many dignitaries of the Cunard 
Line and public office holders were waiting for our arrival. The 
Captain and the Adjutant took the salute as all the members 
lined the upper deck in parade uniform. The Reception Com- 
mittee came aboard ship and Captain Keelan entertained brief- 
ly in his suite, prior to the formal ceremonies in the theatre. 

Commodore Warwick commented on how pleased he was 
to have the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company on board 
and hoped all members present had enjoyed it as much as the 
crew had. 

The order of speakers was as follows: 

Captain Green, Vice-President of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London who brought the greetings of the entire 
Company and noted how they were looking forward to our stay 
in London. 

Lord Mancroft spoke for the Cunard Lines, Ltd., repre- 
senting Sir Basil Smallpiece, Chairman of the Board. He spoke 
of the planning and arranging, since 1967, of this Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty and how pleased Cunard was with the end result. 
Lord Mancroft said that in this day of fast travel — breakfast 
in London, lunch in New York, and luggage in San Francisco 
— it was a pleasure to have had the Company sail on the QE2. 

The Captain asked for a moment of silence for two de- 
parted comrades — William Hackett and James Sheridan. 

Captain Keelan then continued: 

“Commodore Warwick, Lord Mancroft, Captain Arthur 
Greene, Colonel Brian Davis and my comrades of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company and all of our distinguished 
guests assembled here on the arrival of this beautiful ship, the 
QE2 to Southampton. 


May I at the outset extend the most sincere thanks to the 
Cunard Line for one of the most pleasant trips the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts has ever taken. 
Your officers and all of your personnel aboard this vessel have 
done a magnificent job in providing us such a remarkable voy- 
age. This will be remembered for many, many years and I am 
sure the voyage will be one of the highlights in the annals of 
the Story of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts which started in the year 1638. 


As many of you are aware, this is our 334th Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty. Our historic Company annually travels as a unit. 
Quite remarkable, I think, that such a tradition has been able 
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to continue. However, in a sense, not too remarkable as I watch 
a new and invigorated interest that somehow seems to have 
come forth with our so many new and younger members. The 
old cliche’ that history repeats itself seems to me to have be- 
come more prevalent as I have just finished an account of the 
voyage of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company from 
Boston to England in the summer of 1896. 

The Company trip that summer of 1896, precisely 29 June 
to 31 July, left East Boston aboard another beautiful ship of 
the Cunard Line called the Servia. The description of the ap- 
pointment of the Servia is done so well that, even though the 
QE2 is so magnificent, I shall have to poll the Company to find 
the proper person to describe today’s finest ship to out-do the 
author of the history of that trip. This, I’m sure, will be easy 
because listening to our men about beautiful QE2, I think any 
one of our membership will qualify. 


The Company sailed that year with 272 persons aboard. 
We on this voyage, have about 275 members. The Company 
during that summer was fortunate enough to have been received 
by Her Majesty at Windsor Castle. This year, we are indeed 
fortunate to have been invited to Buckingham Palace for a visit 
with Her Majesty, on Thursday, 7 October. Our members will 
also have much participation as guests of the Honourable Ar- 
tillery Company of London. 


There are so many similarities I find between these two 
trips that it is hard to come upon new ideas. However, if the 
pattern set in those years can be followed once again in a new 
and more difficult age and carried on in such high style, then I 
am sure that this also will be a trip to remember. 


Gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, I, as your Captain, wish to thank the Cunard Line, Com- 
modore Warwick, Lord Mancroft and all the HAC and the 
Royal Marine Band for such a splendid welcome and I wish to 
add that it is with a little sadness that we leave such a beautiful 
ship but it is with great anticipation that we look to the con- 
tinuance of such a great trip.” 


Commodore Warwick closed the ceremonies by stating that 
he had personally ordered the weather of the day on behalf of 
this whole Company and looked forward to seeing familiar faces 
on board this beautiful liner in the near future. 


All members left the ship for a Special Boat Train to Lon- 
don. This first-class train left Southampton and arrived at 
Waterloo Station where buses conveyed them to the Grosvenor 
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House, which was Headquarters for the Company while in 
London. 


At 2030, in the Main Ballroom of the hotel, a buffet dinner 
and cocktail party was conducted by the Sergeants. This party 
will be remembered as one of the finest welcoming events that 
a Fall Field Day Tour of Duty has ever had.

Gentlemen, to respond to the toast to the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, may I call upon the Minister of Staff 
for Defence, the Lord Balneil, M.P. 

Lorp BALNEIL: 

Gentlemen, in replying to the toast to the Commonwealth, 
which you have so kindly drunk, I would like, on behalf of 
her Majesty's Government, to welcome you to the Mother Coun- 
try of the Commonwealth and to express the hope that you have 
enjoyed your visit and will enjoy the remaining days at your 
disposal. The Prime Minister himself had hoped to be with 
you, but, sadly, another engagement has made it impossible 
for him, and has asked me to take his place. I am sorry as a 
Scotsman, that I cannot welcome you to, not the Mother Coun- 
try of the Commonwealth, but the Grandfather nation of the 
Commonwealth, my own country of Scotland. 

You represent a very ancient military force, but in Scot- 
land we have an even more ancient military force, because the 
equivalent of your own is the Royal Company of Archers, a 
Company which I would have liked to have joined, but sadly 
in my youth the family bow I destroyed while firing at a target 
and was never allowed to join. My brother, though, did join, 
and was, I am afraid, removed from the Royal Company of 
Archers for having an excessive length of hair, which was re- 
garded as being disgraceful. Well, just very briefly in replying 
to this toast, I, as Minister of State for Defence, and you, as 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, we 
are associated with, in history, the military forces and together 
I believe our two nations are associated with one of the great 
alliances for peace. I must say I have in the Ministry a partic- 
ular responsibility and it is a responsibility for recruiting for

the army, navy and air force and if you want good pay and high 
professional standards and travel and sun and girls, can I per- 
suade you to desert your own force and join the British Forces? 
You would be very welcome, you would be very welcome in- 
deed. Sir, we in the Ministry of Defence and you in the mili- 
tary forces, who are associated with the defence, who I suppose 
are more aware than anyone else of the horrors of war, who are 
more aware than anyone else of the dangers to peace in the 
world, and I believe that together we believe that our Com- 
monwealth of which we are a member, a kind of bridge be- 
tween Africa and Asia and Europe, a kind of bridge between all 
the colored races of this world, a kind of bridge between the 
rich nations and the poor nations, we as members of a Com- 
monwealth and you as members of the United States of America. 
The most powerful, the most rapidly advancing, the richest, the 
most technologically advanced country, I believe together we 
have a great role to play in the cause of peace and I would like 
just finally to quote, sir, your own words which I read this very 
moment while sitting at dinner, together, United States, your 
Company, which you represent, we, the military forces of United 
Kingdom and members of a Commonwealth, together we all 
help to quote your words, “Who seek a better life with free- 
dom”, as in that belief and in that hope I am very proud to 
answer this toast which you have just drunk to the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. 


Captain KEELAN: 
Thank you very much Lord Balneil. We appreciate your 
remarks and we are very happy to have you with us tonight.

Captain KEELAN: 

Gentlemen, to respond to the toast to THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA, may I call upon the Minister for 
Economic and Commercial Affairs, Minister Robert A. Brandt, 
American Embassy. 
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First SECRETARY ROBERT A. BRANDT: 

Thank you very much. My Lord Minister, My Lord Mayor, 
Sir Rodney, Captain Keelan, members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. A leading figure 
in the United Kingdom scene said quite recently, “My best im- 
promptu speeches took three weeks to prepare.” This speech, I 
assure you, was not long in its preparation. This one dates 
from six this evening when I got off the train and was told 
that I would be responding to this toast and I hope you will 
bear with me, because I am very pleased and very honored to 
have the chance of responding here tonight, first of all as an 
American, certainly as a New Englander, which must be fairly 
apparent to most of you already. I come from Norwich, Con- 
necticut, which is a hundred miles from Boston. Boston is the 
hub of New England, Norwich is down one of the spokes to- 
wards the South West. 

Secondly, I want to tell you that I am very pleased to be 
able to respond as a United States Officer who came over here 
in 1912 and left with tears in his eyes to go off to Algeria. I 
think there were some other tears in the eyes, too, and, there- 
after, served with the First Army in Tunisia and with the 
Eighth Army in Italy. Thirdly, as a newly-arrived friend who 
has come here only two and a half months ago, but already sees 
in the reception which the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
company of Massachusetts has had here, a clear indication and 
reminder of the bonds of that friendship, which has, for gen- 
erations, bound our two countries together. 

And fourth, I want to say that I am yery honored to be 
here because I was an Infantry Officer during the war and this 
is a meeting between two Artillery Companies. Now you know 
the definition, I hear two GI's talking one day and one of them 
said, “Well, I just heard the BBC and they said there was an 
Artillery duel going on yesterday.” The other said, “What's 
an Artillery duel?.”” “Well,” the first one said, “That’s when 
both sides’ Artillery shoots up the other sides’ Infantry.” 

Well, gentlemen, as an Infantry Officer, I want to tell you 
how honored I am to be here, and how pleased I am to say 
that the reception which the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts has had here has been the warmest 
and clearest indication of the depth of the friendship between 
our two countries, The reception by Her Majesty, The Queen, 
proved very clearly the reason for the title, Her Most Gracious 
Majesty. The honor of having the Prime Minister receive the 
leadership of the Company is a single indication of the sort 
of feeling that we hope to reflect one day in Boston. 
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The general reception which the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London has given to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts shows well the indulgence 
and the warmth with which the parent, only 101 years older 
than the child, receives the youngster. 

Services at St. Paul’s, the whole five days, I am sure you 
could chant the history of your visit far better than I, is a re- 
flection of the sort of relationship which we want to wish you 
one of these days in the United States. 

Thank you very much.

Thank you very much Mr. Brandt. We appreciate all the 
assistance that you have given us with the United States Em- 
bassy when we were arranging this trip. Thank you. 

Gentlemen, before I call on the Adjutant, I have a few 
announcements I would like to make. First of all, we would 
like to compliment this wonderful orchestra from the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company of London. Thank you very much 
for your great music. 

Now, gentlemen, I would like to make this other announce- 
ment. The flags on the tables to-night, the American Flag, the 
British flag and the flag of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company are complimentary to you through the Sergeants 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Kindly take 
them home with you. 

I would like our Senior Past Commander present, the 
Honorable Eugene Hudson, to take a bow.

I would like to express our gratitude and, also, compliment 
the professional Toastmaster, who introduced the headtable 
and is guiding us along this evening.

Gentlemen, as a very junior ex-member of General Mac- 
Arthur's staff during the latter days of the war, I guarantee the 
General and I never met. I wasn’t that important. As a regu- 
lar frequenter of the Somerset Club on Beacon Hill in your 
great city, to which certain families of the United States have 
not yet been admitted, I welcome you to our city. I would like 
to remind you of that signpost that stands at the turnpike in 
Connecticut, which points south to New York and north to 
Gentlemen. I would like to welcome you to this historic city of 
Westminster. In conclusion and in reply to this toast, I thank 
you for all the hospitality that Boston, in the name of the Ritz 
Carlton Hotel, has offered me, including a blizzard at 10 in 
the morning on one Saturday, depriving me of any business for 
forty-eight hours. I would like you and your Captain to take 
home from this city, and I here read the inscription which I 
have written, this leather-bound copy inscribed with the City 
of Westminster's coat of arms: ‘“To the Ancient and Honorable 
Artilery Company of Massachusetts for your library in Faneuil 
Hall, Boston, Massachusetts, from the Lord Mayor of Westmin- 
ster in commemoration of the 334th Fall Field Day Tour of 
Duty in my city, October 11th, 1971. John Wells to Edward 
Keelan, Captain Commanding, given in Westminster, London, 
October '71.” 

CapTaIn KEELAN: 

Thank you very much Councillor John Wells, Lord Mayor 
of Westminster. Thank you for your remarks and thank you 
for your nice gift that will be turned over, as soon as we are 
home, to our Library Committee and I am sure with great 
appreciation. Thank you very much. 

I will now call upon the Adjutant. 

Tue ADJUTANT: 
Gentlemen, the sixth regular toast: 
THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Its progressive character and most of its liberal in- 
stitutions are indebted to the heritage given by the 
pilgrims. Its people today are known for their contri- 
bution to the nation’s growth and leadership. 

THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
CAPTAIN KEELAN: 

Seats, Gentlemen. 

To respond to the toast to THE COMMONWEALTH OF 
MASSACHUSETTS, I call upon the Adjutant General of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, a Life Member of this Com- 
pany — Major General Timothy J. Regan, Jr. 
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Major GENERAL REGAN: 

Mr. Toastmaster, Reverend Clergy, Your Worship the Lord 
Mayor, Lord Balneil, members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London, my comrades in the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts, I am deeply honored 
in being invited to respond to the toast to THE COMMON- 
WEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, but especially, am I cogni- 
zant of the organization’s 334th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, 
a record unsurpassed in American military annals. What a 
glorious tradition, what a glorious record the Company has com- 
piled, what an inspiration to Americans and Britons, whose 
friendship and hospitality we have enjoyed as always for the 
past week. It is fitting that the Chief Executive of the Com- 
monwealth should respond to this toast, but unfortunately in 
the throes of prorogation, he has asked me to express to his 
fellow Ancients his deep regret of his inability to partake of 
your hospitality and to thank the members of the London Com- 
pany for all that you have done to help write another chapter 
in the glorious history of our Company. 


In responding to the toast, I do so with true humility. 
“From western hills to eastern strand, the Bay State greets you 
heart in hand.” 

Great Britain and the United States are bound by the ties 
of a common language, a common literature, for your Shake- 
speare is ours and our Emerson is yours. By the ties of com- 
mon ideals and common purpose, the people of the two lands 
are of one stock, both have that same pride of race which is 
no mere self-conceit or insolence, but which springs from the 
inate sense of great deeds accomplished worthily for the benefit 
of mankind at large... . As the Roman of old stilled hostile 
demonstrations, by the simple utterance of the Shebus Romanus 
Sum, so throughout the modern world, I am a British citizen, 
I am an American citizen suffices to stay the hand of him who 
would offend. For the world over, it is known that behind the 
American citizen stands the mighty United States as behind the 
British looms up the Empire. 

The same race, a fighting race though not a military race, 
your great army and ours. The citizen willingly takes arms 
in the piping times of peace to prepare for war and when the 
war breaks, he immediately, and at an instant, is offering to lay 
down his life for the land that gave him birth. In exploring, a 
conquering and a conditioning race. An exploring race, for 
what part of the Universe but bears on the surface the foot- 
prints of an American or a Briton. There is no land so remote, 
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no solitude so still, no height so inaccessible but that the Union 
Jack or the American Stars and Stripes has floated over it. A 
race where the gift of government and administration is bene- 
ficial to those upon whom it imposes its rule, beneficial to its 
own sons, for Magna Carta and the Bill of Rights on this side 
of the Atlantic and the Constitution upon the other, are living 
proof, gentlemen, of Anglo-Saxons’ resoluteness to secure free- 
dom and, once had, to hold it firm. A race that has fought the 
greatest fights for freedom which the history of the world tells 
us, for when the great Napoleon’s ambition threatened to en- 
slave Europe, by England was Europe saved. And no expendi- 
ture of blood and pressure did Britain think too great to secure 
that end. No more than an ark in the face of the horrors of a 
civil war threatened to make the utmost sacrifice for freedom, 
which is the birthright of every man. The two lands I believe 
have the same problems, the same questions to settle wisely and 
well, the problems of Municipal Government for the greatest 
benefit of the greatest number of citizens in the greatest num- 
ber of cities and towns. The problems of labor and capital are 
ever vexed questions which, at times, seem to threaten the very 
peace of our every community. The real duty of the United 
States and Great Britain, the real duty of our United Nations, 
of our race, which is one, of our stock, which is the same, of 
our blood, which Tapnor proclaimed by the thunder of his 
guns to be alike in the veins of Britains and Americans, our 
duty is not to foster and keep alive ancient grudges and hatreds 
of yore but to fulfil the mission entrusted to us, to carry out 
the noblest task ever laid upon a race, the bearing through the 
wide world of the light of political truth, the giving to all men 
their birthright of equality before the law, the establishment 
of a universe of even-handed justice to spread among all inhab- 
itants of the universe the benefits of the highest Christian civil- 
ization. The task is a mighty one and fast the years slip by, 
even as in the days of Horace. 

We, Anglo-Saxons, have no time to waste and are in no 
mood for the perpetuation of petty quarrels. We have the same 
flag, the red, the white and the blue. Yours with beams radi- 
ating to every point of the compass, ours with the starry fields 
and the far off strengthening stripes of life and blood. Both 
flags are symbolic of our mission here — flags that we love, flags 
which our own and preceding generations have fought for freely 
and given their blood. Flags that mean freedom, justice, equal- 
ity and protection. Flags that together will be ever invincible 
so long as those who bear them stand shoulder to shoulder and 
are true to the noble and the lofty ideals that they stand for. 
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Consider your National Anthem. The words of “God Save 
the Queen” mingle harmoniously and resonate with those of 
“My country, ‘tis of thee, Sweet land of liberty, of thee I sing”. 
So let them ever be heard, together, sung with heart and soul 
by Britons and Americans, typical of that union which is more 
real and more firm and more lasting, and that is not exempli- 
fied in any Treaty or in any written document, but in the hearts 
and the souls of men in each land, that is the right and the 
natural outcome of the consciousness of a kinship of our pride, 
of similar responsibilities and the privileges conferred upon us 
by the Lord of all, and that with the help of that Lord we mean, 
Britons and Americans together, to carry out for man’s advan- 
tage what we can and say “ENSE PETIT PLACIDAM SUB 
LIBERTATE QUIETEM”. Thus, may Massachusetts, armed 
but with the sword of the citizen, not of the mercenary, accept- 
ing war only when the alternate has been peace with shame. 
Welcome this new concourse to humanity, inspire them to 
further progress towards that shining goal, universal peace on 
earth that yet shall follow good will to men. Hail Massachu- 
setts in peace or in peril what your sons always remember, what 
the world can never forget. Thank you. 


Captain KEELAN: 

Thank you very much, General Regan. Fine remarks, ap- 
preciated by all. Before I call upon the Adjutant, I would 
be remiss if I did not compliment Tom Sawyer of the Grosvenor 
House for this wonderful display and this great table that he 
has done. (Applause) 

Now I call upon the Adjutant.

CaprTaAIn KEELAN: 

Gentlemen, we are taking a few minutes apart from the 
regular toasts to introduce, for a few moments, certain individ- 
uals whom I would now like to present. I would like to call 
upon an old friend of this Company, Sir Oliver Sandberg, our 
host when our Company visited Denmark a few years back. Sir 
Oliver, would you kindly come up and give us a few remarks. 


Sir OLIVER SANDBERG: 

Your Excellencies, Minister and Lord Mayor of Westmin- 
ster, gentlemen from the two Companies. First of all, forgive me, 
excuse my English, it is not my mother language but, when I 
came here, my wife, her last words she said to me... all right, 
I will try to do my best in your language. First of all, you know 
this will not be official, no, it’s coming from the heart. I will 
first of all say, thank you so much for inviting me to your visit 
here in England. I have heard so much of your visit here before 
and I was a little afraid coming to your big country, but you 
see I still feel inside my heart, and when I look over all the 
faces here, I have friends . . . between the American Company 
and also of the English Honourable Artillery Company. Last 
day when I arrived here in the Heathrow Airport, I came to, 
all right it was a little mistake, I came to the Grosvernor Hotel 
and I asked for the place for the Ancients, they don’t know. 
Then I showed the letter from Roy Kingston and oh, no, no, 
it is not here, it is Grosvenor House, and I understand inside, 
there was a little difference. All right, and I find a taxi to drive 
me here and there was no people from the Ancients and I ask 
where is these people? Oh, they are in the Armoury House, and 
I got a taxi to the Armoury House and I look in and then, then 
there was many, many guards and they ask me, “Sir, what will 
you do here?” “I look for friends.” “Are you invited?” “No,” 
but and then I will tell you for the HAC I think there was a 
young Lieutenant. This Lieutenant look at me and one of 
them said, when I come here I have my special tie. I am a 
member of one of your clubs here in London, Special Forces 
Club and he looked and he said, “Oh, my father is a member 
of the same club, what do you want, sir?’ The only thing I 
say I want, I want really Roy Kingston, and then I came in 
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and have a nice lunch and thank you so much your HAC for 
the visit last day in the Armoury House, but now we come back 
to the first. I am here as President for all Old Veterans in Den- 
mark. Behind me, there is nearly about 40,000 members and 
they are feeling with me and they are me here now, because all 
these members work for one thing, Minister, they work for de- 
fence. You have just over here had a meeting in the NATO 
Committee and I am Denmark member of the Danish NATO 
Committee and our head man, our master is Vice-President, I 
think, of the NATO Committee. He was very proud for the 
meeting here and has a good result back to us. My 40,000 mem- 
bers behind me bring both of your Companies here all best 
wishes for the future, all the best, and wish you all the best 
for your work for the freedom. And it is one of the important 
work I will say to you this afternoon here in the big hall. I 
was in Boston in 1963. I think it was one of the greatest mo- 
ments in my life when I was Adjutant, by the power of King 
of Denmark, to Prince Knud, and we still and very often speak 
about the visit. I will never forget when I came down from the 
plane for the first time in my life and I think also my last, when 
I come down I have a Cadillac for myself. In three weeks, it 
was not a Cadillac, but it was the two policemen in front of 
this Cadillac. I still remember the “‘brrrrrr” and I still remem- 
ber that one of them was a single motor bike and the other was, 
what do you call it, sidecar, and I remember when we could 
not come in front our cortege of cars he turn up on the left 
wheel and put in with the other wheel the cars and so and so 
and “brirrrr’” and then we came in front. I never forget you 
know as a boy but you see I like it. We have many meetings 
there and also meet the HAC here from London. I never will 
forget an evening where you have a party and I would like to 
say a few words and a man in the uniform asked me, ‘“‘What is 
your rank, Sir?”. I told him that I was Master for the Royal 
Hunt in Denmark, and he looked at me and thinks, he is crazy, 
but I was not crazy. I have to speak to you and I remember this 
evening and, therefore, now I am standing here to say thank you 
so much for the friendship between your organization and the 
big country United States and the big country England and the 
little Denmark. When we was in United States, I all the time 
have a little feeling for my companion the Prince. He could 
bring all the best wishes from his brother the King, and I was 
very sorry that. But now this evening I will stop my little speech 
and say, all the best for your two companies and all the best 
wishes from the Prince of Denmark. Thank you. 
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CAPTAIN KEELAN: 

Thank you very much Sir Oliver. We enjoyed it very much. 
Gentlemen, I would like now to call on a Member of the 
Cabinet of our Commander-in-Chief, Governor Francis Sargent. 
This man is a distinguished military officer, and one of the 
outstanding members of our Company — Brigadier General 
Richard McLaughlin. 


BRIGADIER GENERAL MCLAUGHLIN: 

Captain Commanding Keelan, Colonel Commandant Sir 
Rodney Moore, Reverend Chaplains, Distinguished and, in- 
deed, Illustrious Guests, Loyal Comrades of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London and Comrades of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

It is now a generation and more since Winston Churchill 
noted the confluence of British and American interests and 
ideals and goals — the principal one at that time being to over- 
come the malignant designs of the Axis Powers against human 
freedom and dignity and decency. 

That War was won—to a point —but the same kind of 
threat from other sources has persisted over the years and yet 
prevails tonight. It is, then, a thrilling sensation for us of the 
American scion of your Honourable Company to have been here 
with you to share again and to renew again the warm cama- 
raderie, the fellowship and the mutually shared memories and 
experiences which have so long and so firmly bound us together. 

It is well, indeed, that men of your calibre are willing to 
serve on the ramparts of freedom . . . for the night is long and 
deadly danger does yet, indeed, lurk in the shadows that sur- 
round us, America and Great Britain and most of the British 
Commonwealth stand shoulder to shoulder to counter this men- 
ace — and it is surely symbolic of that common trust and pur- 
pose that our two Companies come together as we have during 
these memorable days of October, 1971. 

For we share something even more precious in our sense of 
duty, obligation and devotion to our nations and to World free- 
dom. We could, I suppose, turn our backs on National Defense; 
we could selfishly turn away from the challenge and devote our- 
selves to our own personal affairs and concerns. 

But, in fact, we could not actually do this. Because... 
we are involved. 

A great English poet and divine told us the meaning of in- 
volvement many centuries ago in words that have echoed and 
re-echoed down the corridors of the Ages. John Donne said: 
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“No Man is an Islande entire of Itself 

Each of us is a Part of the Continent 

A Piece of the Main 

If a Clod of Earth be Washed Away 

Europe is the Less as though a Promontory were 

As though Thy House or the Manor of Thy Friends 
were Washed Away 

I am Involved in Mankind 

Any Man’s Death Diminishes Me 

Send Not, Therefore, to Know for Whom the Bell Tolls 

It Tolls For Thee.” 


And that involvement seems to me to be the Spirit and the 
Prayer and the Dedication of our two great Companies. May 
we be eternally involved with each other . . . and with Man- 
kind. 

I thank you. 
CapTAIn KEELAN: 

Thank you very much General McLaughlin, for those re- 
marks. 

We would like now to call on, for a few brief remarks, the 
gentleman who seems to have endeared himself in all of our 
hearts, a man who was a great host, a man who really made our 
trip to England a very successful one, a man who, I was told, 
reprimanded me because I was not pronouncing his name prop- 
erly, and calling him Commodore Warwick, and I would like 
now to call upon Commodore (pronouncing Warik) Warwick. 


CoMMoporE WARWICK: 

My Lord, My Lord Mayor, Captain Keelan, the two, I unite 
them, Artillery Companies. As a simple sailor, completely taken 
aback, which I am so used to, I might say, on the ocean because 
one can never forecast the idiosyncrasies of womanhood and the 
ocean is just like that, I really don’t know quite what I am ex- 
pected to say. I do, however, thank you for honouring me by 
inviting me to your banquet. After all, I was but the carrier, and, 
though I am getting a great deal of credit as the carrier, I must 
remind you, gentlemen, inducement was offered. I have looked 
particularly on you all passing, I've chatted, and I hope again 
that I shall see you all cruising with your wives, down to the 
sunny Caribbean in winter when the snow is heavy in Boston, 
that’s the time to go, and then you will be doing something for 
my pension. After you got off the ship the other day, gentle- 
men, I spent the Thursday showing my new boss around the 
ship. I don’t know if you read your papers the next morning, 
but he tells me that I might be parked in Miami for a couple 
of months as a hotel. First of all, they'll have to dredge Miami 
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—1I don’t think there is enough water at the moment. We 
could, perhaps, make it in Boston —there are certain things 
such as a gentleman there who rather boasts about his oysters, 
who would object to me offering a bit of competition in Bos- 
ton Harbor. However, Friday I got off and so many people 
tonight have asked me, “Where is the Ship?”, “What's it do- 
ing?”, “How did you get here?”. I must admit I've replied off- 
hand — “They sent a helicopter for me, I have another driver, 
and anyway —I'm on a month's holiday”, that is to say, Im 
working harder than I've ever worked before. There is so much 
to do. But thank you very, very much. I wish you all the best 
of luck and I regret only one thing and that is that you are go- 
ing back from Heathrow, or Gatwick, instead of the proper 
way. Thank you very much. 

Captain KEELAN: . 

Commodore Warwick, excuse me, Warwick (accenting the 
name), thank you very much. We had a very pleasant trip with 
you and we all enjoyed it. It’s part of a great memory that we 
will always recall on this 334th FFDTD. Gentlemen, before we 
have coffee, I would like to call upon Tom Sawyer, who is the 
Grosvenor House, I call him Mr. Grosvenor House. He’s more 
or less our Host and I would like him to say a couple of words 
before we have coffee. Mr. Sawyer. 

Mr. Sawyer: 

Captain Keelan, My Lords, My Generals, My Guests, Ti 
came down, I haven’t made any notes, on to that great ship, 
and the Commodore, I saw him and I was pleased to meet you. 
I came on Sir Charles Forte’s plane — it wasn’t very big, and 
five gentlemen in this room came back with me. I would like 
to thank you on behalf of my 1159 staff. They are not all here 
who have worked, I know, very hard, to try and make your stay 
here, I hope, very happy. We've had some disasters and I hope 
my brother officers of the HAC in England, and I hope my 
brother officers from Boston will accept my apologies for any 
misgivings in anything that’s happened. I very much hope that 
all the Company here will accept the thanks of my great com- 
pany and its great and very friendly hotel — the greatest of its 
type in Europe. I am sure you all know that during the war I 
wasn’t here, I was sort of shovelling sand a long, long way 
away, and in this very room so many American officers had fun, 
met people, married English wives and they come back and now 
we sce them and it makes me very happy. All I can say is thank 
you, Sir, thank you Boston, to which I've been, and please come 
again, Sir. 

CapTain KEELAN:

Captain Keelan, My Lord Mayor, Lord Balneil, Mr. Brandt, 
and members of the two Companies. May I thank you all very 
much for the way you have received the toast of our Honour- 
able Artillery Company. Now this visit of the Ancients, which 
has been to us a great happiness, and, I am sure you will agree, 
a great success, and I hope it has been as happy to all of you, 
as it has been to the members of my Company. It has given us 
great pleasure. I know it took a hell of a sweat and a lot of 
planning for the last two years, to get it under way, but it has, 
I am quite sure, been worthwhile in every aspect.

A spirit deep — the strongest of feelings of com- 
radeship that binds us all—our tradition upheld, 
never to wither.

And, Gentlemen, a distinct privilege for me, I present to 
respond to the toast to THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY, our Captain, Edward J. Keelan. 
Captain KEELan: 

Thank you, Gentlemen. Lord Balniel, General Sir Rodney 
Moore, distinguished head table, guests. Gentlemen, I am most 
proud and honored to respond to the toast of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. During our 
visit to England, we have had occasion to be involved in mo- 
ments that are most memorable and historic in the annals of 
the history of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. One such moment was the visit to Windsor 
where we laid a wreath at the site of the birthplace of Robert 
Keayne. Most of us recognized the name of Robert Keayne as 
the founder of our Company, the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company of Massachusetts, but I wonder how many real- 
ized who Robert Keayne was and how he came to found this 
organization. What were his reasons? What was the need? 
This Company was chartered in 1638 on the 13th of March in 
Boston after petitioning by Robert Keayne and his friends for 
over two hard years. Robert Keayne, Sedgewick, Duncan, Stoaten 
and others had talked of the dire need for such a militia. The 
need for trained officers to instruct this militia so that it could 
stand in the defence of a colony, then but only a handful of 
years old. 

There must have been great rejoicing in the heart of Rob- 
ert Keayne when, in the early part of 1638, the Governor and 
his Council, after years of refusal, relented and issued to diverse 
gentlemen and others, a charter to the Artillery Company with 
the authority to bear arms and to train men to become officers 
in the defence of the colony. Finally, Robert Keayne and his 
friends had the charter for the Company that was to be an off- 
shoot of the old Artillery Company, which was then about one 
hundred years old. Keayne had been a member of the Artillery 
Company in London, having joined the Company in 1623. He, 


. o + ee . 
Sedgewick, and others had received training in that London 
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Company and now they had succeeded in gaining the permis- 
sion for their own Company, which by their own election was 
to be patterned after and organized such as the parent Com- 
pany, the Honourable Artillery Company, then located in Bish- 
opsgate, London, England. Some 334 years later, we are here 
in London as guests of the same parent organization, the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company. How proud Robert Keayne and 
his small band of friends would be to know that after their 
hard-fought cause their great traditions were still being carried 
forward and that their friendship with the parent Company was 
still present and flourishing. Although the dangers faced by 
those early settlers are no longer present, there is indeed a dan- 
ger that many of our great traditions will fail unless a good 
watch is set and unless we keep the tradition of organizations, 
such as ours, alive. As Captain of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, it was my duty to choose 
the place for the 334th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. I first 
came to London in 1954, when our Company visited the HAC 
under Captain Thomas J. Carty. We were all so well received 
and so many friendships developed that I was most thankful 
when an invitation was issued by the Honourable Artillery 
Company to once again visit London. Much planning had to 
be done for such a trip, and the help of many members of the 
HAC was invaluable. The visit by that beautiful ship, the QE2, 
to Boston to embark our Company was due, in a large part, to 
the efforts made by the members of the HAC. Our visit, a few 
days ago, to Buckingham Palace, the most memorable and un- 
forgettable for all our members, the Reception by your gracious 
Queen, and His Royal Highness, Prince Philip, will long last 
in all our memories. Our Reception at Armoury House, our 
Church Parade, the visit with your Prime Minister, Mr. Ed- 
ward Heath, and all the other great moments, the renewal of 
old friendships and the meeting of new friends, all will never 
be forgotten. Our grateful thanks I should like to give to the 
following:

You are sending 
home 275 ambassadors of goodwill for your wonderful country, 
your government officials and your own members of the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company. I have a little bit of a great pleasure 
to-night to call Sir Rodney Moore for a few presentations. He 
happens to have established himself as one of our very popular 
hosts here in London and Sir Rodney would you kindly come 
forward. 

It seemed every time I turned around I was meeting Sir 
Rodney, but it was always a great pleasure.

This has the Seal 
of Massachusetts, | and it says, “The Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London, England, by his Excellency, Francis W. Sargent, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 1971, for your 
Companies”. 

Sir Rodney, I have a flag of the United States, but I would 
just read a note from the Headquarters of the First Naval Dis- 
trict, Navy Building, Boston, Massachusetts. To General Sir 
Rodney Moore, G.C., V.O., K.C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O., Commanding 
Officer of the Honourable Artillery Company, London, Eng- 
land. 
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“Dear General, it is with extreme pleasure that I forward 
you the flag of the United States which was flown over the 
U.S.S. Constitution, the oldest commissioned ship of the United 
States Navy. This is signed by J. D. McKinnon, Commander 
U. S. Navy, Commanding Officer of the U.S.S. Constitution.” 

Sir Rodney, I am pleased to give you this flag. 

If the Adjutant would come forward. 


Tue ADJUTANT: 

Sir Rodney, we have a presentation medal that is not is- 
sued very often, but it would be our extreme pleasure to issue 
this medal to you. You have been very helpful, and we've en- 
joyed every moment that we’ve spent here in London. You have 
done everything that you could do to help our situation. Thank 
you very much, Sir, It’s our pleasure to issue this medal to you. 


GENERAL SiR RoDNEY: 

Well, Ed Keelan, your countrymen have always had a tre- 
mendous reputation for generosity, but I think you have sur- 
passed everything tonight. The Revere Bowl we shall value, 
the flag you have given us will always be, I assure you, in the 
position of honor, the very, very generous check you gave us 
will, I assure you, be put to the very best use. I know I am 
under observation here so it has not gone into my pocket, and 
I shall be more than honored to wear this medal you have so 
kindly given me. I am sure every member of the Honourable 
Artillery Company here joins with me in thanking you all, and 
all your officers and all your members for your extreme gen- 
erosity and kindness. Once more, may I say, what a very great 
happiness it has been to us to have you with us and how much 
we are sad, how much we regret, how sad we are that the end of 
your visit is so close. Members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company be upstanding. Regimental Fire for the Ancients. 
Ready, present. ..... (Each member of the HAC stood and 
gave to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company a Regi- 
mental Fire Salute which is traditional and very much appre- 
ciated by our members.)

The Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
was held at the Parker House, Boston, on 8 May 1890. 

Mr. A. Shuman, a member of the Anniversary Committee, 
proposed the following motion, and after some discussion it was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The Committee on the Two Hundred and Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Masschusetts, for the purpose of con- 
tinuing their pleasant and friendly associations as 
members of that Committee, to cherish and keep alive 
whatever is, and has been of interest in that memorable 
Celebration, and to give their influence and assistance 
to any good work for the welfare and advancement of 
the Company; agree to form themselves into a Club 
to be known as the — 15 Club.”

The Club met annually and other than a few simple rules, 
there are no By-Laws. Motions regulating the Organization, 
however, have been made at various meetings. 


At the Annual Meeting held under date of 11 February 
1916, it was voted to change the name from “15 Club” to “Past 
Commanders Association of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company.” 

At the Annual Meeting held under date of 12 March 1932, 
the name was changed to “The Society of Past Commanders, 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.” 


Since the organization on 8 May 1890, there have been but 
six Secretaries, Colonel Sidney M. Hedges, elected Permanent 
Secretary, served from 1890 until his death in 1924; Captain 
Thomas H. Ratigan from 1925 until his death in 1933; Briga- 
dier General Henry D. Cormerais from 1933 until his death in 
1953; Lieutenant Colonel Fred K. Rogers from 1953 until his 
death in 1959, and Captain Frank G. Volpe from 1959 to date.

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Gonourable Artillery Company of London 
Chartered In 1537 


These were the official arms on the occasion of the visit of the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London to Massachusetts in 1903 
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HONOURABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
OF LONDON 


THE ORIGIN OF THE COMPANY 1537 


The exact date of the origin is lost in antiquity but there 
is one date of absolute certainty — 25 August 1537 on which day 
King Henry VIII granted a Charter of Incorporation to a Guild 
or Fraternity of St. George—a body of archers — appointing 
four Masters and Rulers of the Science of Artillery and author- 
ised them to establish a corporate body “having succession per- 
petually by name of Masters Rulers and Commonalty of the 
Fraternity or Guild of Artillery of Longbows Crossbows and 
Handgonnes” which eventually became known as the Artillery 
Company. 


A further proof to establish the identity and existence of 
this Company is the counter-part lease of the Old Artillery Gar- 
den which by great good fortune some four hundred years later 
came into the possession of the Company. This lease is dated 
8 January 1538, barely five months after the incorporation of 
the Company. It is reasonable to surmise that the Guild of St. 
George was in existence before the Charter and one early his- 
torian suggests —‘“‘the Artillery Company took their rise from 
the London Auxiliaries who marched with King Alfred in the 
year 883 to dislodge the Danes from the town of Hertford”. The 
members of the Guild were licensed to use and exercise the sci- 
ence and feat of shooting — “for better increase of the defence 
of the realm” —and also at game! It was decreed that when 
shooting at a usual and known ‘mark’ in an open space, should 
a member happen to kill or hurt a person, he should not be at- 
tached, arrested, imprisoned, vexed, troubled etc, etc providing 
always that before shooting he had openly pronounced and 
spoken the word ‘Fast’! 


As a corporate body this Guild of Artillery was empowered 
to choose their own “under Masters and Rulers of good name 
and fame’. This is done to this day in the annual elections of 
the Officers of the Court of Assistants. 


The Company became the accepted training school for of- 
ficers of the City Trained Bands as far back as the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth I. There is a memorial in the Church of St. Helen’s, 
Bishopsgate to one Captain Sir Martin Band —a Captain of 
the Artillery Garden — who served at Tilbury Camp at the time 
of the Spanish Armada. He was President of the Company from 
1616 to 1618. 
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A review of forces by Prince Charles was held in September 
1614— The records read “Troops marched past — masses of 
steel tipped pikes— the Captains shone in red and gold — the 
red and streaming crosses of St. George blazed above the smoke 
of the vollies like bloody comets through a sable cloud”! 


The foundation of a new Armoury in 1622 in the Old Ar- 
tillery Ground, caused The Master Gunner some annoyance and 
his ‘feed-gunners’ and ‘canonyers’ complained to the Privy Coun- 
cil of ‘insulteries and misdemeanours’ by members of the Com- 
pany. However the Council approved ‘the forwardness of the 
said Citizens and commendable practices’! 


The catastrophe of the Civil War found the Company di- 
vided against itself. They had received nothing but encourage- 
ment from Charles I, who had, as recently as June 1641, afforded 
them the signal mark of favour of allowing his two young sons 
to be admitted to membership. 


In 1623 Robert Keayne joined the Company. Later he emi- 
grated to Boston where in 1638 he was instrumental in forming 
the Ancient and Honorable Company of Massachusetts for de- 
fence against Red Indian tribes. Today the links between the 
oldest military body in the Old World and the oldest in the 
New World are closer than ever and the Stars and Stripes hang 


in the Long Room at Armoury House near the Colours of the 
Regiment. 


VISITS TO LONDON AND BOSTON 


The first recorded visit between our two sister Companies 
in modern times was one of a party of 11 Ancients with their 
ladies at the invitation of the HAC to take part in the 350th 
Anniversary celebrations. The visit lasted from 28th June to 
17th July, 1887, and included a Reception and Ball given by the 
City Corporation at Guildhall in honour of the Queen’s Jubilee, 
a Reception at Armoury House, a Review of Volunteers by Her 
Majesty the Queen, the HAC 350th Anniversary Review, a 
Banquet in the Drill Hall and a Reception in private audience 
at St. James’s Palace by HRH The Prince of Wales. The follow- 
ing year 21 members represented the Company at the 250th An- 
niversary of the Ancients. They were entertained on the most 
lavish scale and were received in private audience by the Presi- 
dent, not to mention the Governor of Massachusetts and his 
Adjutant General. 
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In 1896 an official visit to London of the AXHAC resulted 
in 171 members with their ladies and the Salem Cadet Band 
embarking at Boston on the Cunard Steam Ship “Servia”. They 
were received at Windsor Castle by Queen Victoria, witnessed a 
Field Day put on for their benefit by Lord Wolseley when the 
Salute was taken by The Duke of Connaught, and they were in- 
spected by The Prince of Wales at Marlborough House. 


In 1903 an official return visit was made to Boston by 160 
members. This visit was notable for many reasons, not least 
among them the fact that the HAC were permitted to march 
through Boston carrying their arms, the first British troops to 
have done so since the War of Independence! The visit was 
marked by tremendous enthusiasm and the Company was re- 
ceived with the greatest goodwill everywhere it went. 


In 1912 about 100 Ancients sailed on the White Star Liner 
8.8. Arabic. The highlight of this visit was an inspection of both 
Regiments by HM King George V at Buckingham Palace when 
he was photographed with the Ancients. 


The First World War and the depression thereafter discour- 
aged visits between the two Companies but in 1937 a Delegation 
was invited to take part in the 400th Anniversary Celebrations 
of the HAC. It attended the Flank Companies Ball, was in- 
spected by the Lord Mayor during an HAC Garden Party and 
Pageant and marched to St. Paul’s Cathedral with the HAC 
for Church Parade. His Majesty King George VI inspected the 
Ancients following his review of the HAC on the Artillery 
Ground. His Majesty also accepted a Certificate of Membership 
of the AKHAC and was photographed with the Officers. 


The following year an HAC Delegation 79 strong sailed for 
Boston and were entertained with the by now proverbial hos- 
pitality of the sister Company. There was a Reception by the 
Governor of the Commonwealth, a Military Ball, a visit to 
Plymouth, Massachusetts, and a Banquet given by the Governor. 
These events were a preliminary to the 300th Anniversary of 
the Ancients which included a Church Parade, a Pageant, the 
planting of the oak presented by King George V, and the 301st 
Drum Head Election of Officers. 


During World War II there was, of course, no interchange 
of visits and these began again in 1954 when the 317th Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty was carried out in England for the 
first time. The Fall Tour of Duty originated in a training 
period each Fall in camp outside Boston, On this occasion the 
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Ancients came by air. They attended a Reception at Armoury 
House, went to Church at St. Botolph Without Bishopsgate, 
visited the Tower of London where Field Marshal Lord Alan- 
brooke, the Colonel Commandant, was Constable, gave their 
317th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Banquet at the Dorchester 
Hotel, visited Windsor, the birthplace of Robert Keayne, and 
were received by the Prime Minister, Sir Winston Churchill, to 
whom they presented a silver cigar box. The following year 
the Colonel Commandant, General Sir Julian Gascoign, Major 
Jack Hill and the Secretary, Brigadier Foster Hall, were the 
guests of the Ancients at their Annual First Monday in June 
Ceremonies. 


The next full scale visit was the 322nd Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty in 1959, when the Ancients were received at Armoury 
House and later paid a visit to Boston, Lincolnshire. The most 
recent visit of the Company to Boston was in 1963 when 126 
members, under the command of the Regimental Colonel, Colo- 
nel R. D. Hunter, MC, TD, represented the Regiment at their 
325th Anniversary Election and Banquet in Boston. After visit- 
ing the White House and spending a night each in Fort Belvoir 
near Washington and in New York, the Detachment reached 
Boston on Sunday 2nd June. They were welcomed in the Mas- 
sachusetts Military Academy at a special parade of the ARHAC 
with a Colour Guard by the Representative of the Governor of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, together with Major A. 
R. Kingston, Captain Commanding A&HAC. The Delegation 
was present at the Church Service and took part in the proces- 
sion and election on Boston Common on the first Monday in 
June. That evening it attended a Banquet at which the Regi- 
mental Colonel presented a silver statuette of an HAC Soldier. 
Next day, there was a shooting match and a Clambake Luncheon 
and in the evening the Delgation were at home to their hosts. 


Thus it will be seen that the Ancients are no strangers to 
the Artillery Garden and that Armoury House is indeed, their 
“home away from home”. 


CAPTAIN ROBERT KEAYNE 


Captain Keayne was born in Windsor in 1595. He was ad- 
mitted a member of the HAC on 6 May 1623. Sailing for Amer- 
ica in 1635, he reached Boston, Massachusetts, in July and two 
years later was one of the organisers of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company. When Governor Winthrop granted a 
charter on 13 March 1638, he was the first Captain. 
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He died on 23 March 1656. His will, which was in his own 
handwriting, occupied 150 folios. As an illustration of its de- 
tail, one of his bequests may be quoted. He bequeathed ‘“‘two 
heifers or cows to the Captain and Officers of the Ist Artillery 
Company to be kept as a stock constantly, and the increase or 
profit of these cows yearly to be laid out in powder and bullets”. 


THE ANCIENT VELLUM BOOK 


One of the most interesting possessions of the Company is 
the famous Vellum Book containing the roll of members from 
1611 to 1682 together with over three hundred signatures of 
famous personages, all but eight of which are dated in the 
reign of Charles II. 


Since then it became the custom for distinguished guests at 
the Company's feasts and other functions to sign the book, many 
pages being beautifully engrossed and embellished. This custom 
is still maintained and among many Royal signatures in the cur- 
rent Book is that of our Captain General. Just recently HRH 
The Prince of Wales signed the Book on joining the Company 
on St. George's Day, 1970. 

Prince Charles’ signature appears once before—in 1960, 
when he was 11, the same age as that of King Charles II who 
signed in 1641.

With the death of HRH The Duke of Windsor, the Com- 
pany lost a valued and distinguished Member. 

“HRH The Duke of Windsor joined the Honourable Ar- 
tillery Company of London on 25 June 1928, after he had pre- 
sented new Colours to the Regiment before some 4,000 Members 
and their guests. In his address the Prince said: 

““T hand over these new colours, confident that they will be 
in safe keeping of a corps which has such fine traditions as yours, 
of which you and the City of London may be justifiably proud.’ 

Not surprisingly Lord Denbigh, the Colonel Commandant, 
replying to the Prince of Wales, said that the record of the Com- 
pany was well known, and he could assure his Royal Highness 
that its spirit was magnificent. They were good at fighting, good 
at their drill, and good at their play. 

“The 25 June 1928 was a great day in the history of the 
HAC. There can seldom have been so popular a Prince. When 
later he succeed to the throne, his subjects throughout the Em- 
pire felt assured of a reign which would be both ‘happy and 
glorious.’ That it was not to be so is now neither here nor there. 
It is enough for us to regretthe passing of a Royal Member of 
the Company.”

CPT Walter G. Murphy, the 248th Captain of the Ancient 
& Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, was born in 
Southboro, Massachusetts. 

He was a graduate of Northeastern University and was a 
very successful operator of the Consolidated Elevator Company 
of Boston. 

During World War II he served as First Lieutenant in the 
Civil Air Patrol in the 14th Anti-Submarine Squadron. 

After joining the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company, 
he became very active. He was First Sergeant of Infantry in 
1951, Second Lieutenant in 1953, First Lieutenant in 1955 and 
Captain Commanding in 1957. He handled all of these posts 
with great distinction and his Fall Field Day Tour of Duty to 
the Caribbean on the S.S. Oslofjord, with the ceremonies in 
Jamaica, will long be remembered. 

He served as Chairman of the Membership Committee in 
1961 and was elected Trustee of the Permanent Fund in 1962, 
which position he held up to the date of his death. 

He was also Chairman of the Trustees for three years and 
Chief of Staff to CPT Carlson in 1964. 

CPT Murphy was a dedicated Ancient and served the Com- 
pany with distinction and honor throughout his entire career.

CAPTAIN ICHABOD BUNKER

Ichabod Bunker, the 235th Captain of the Ancient & Hon- 
orable Artillery Company, was born in North Anson, Maine 
and died in St. Petersburg, Florida, at the age of 89. 

CPT Bunker enrolled in the Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
Company on 20 April 1920 and served 52 years. He was Color 
Sergeant for twelve years, 2nd LT in 1932, Ist LT in 1935, and 
Captain Commanding in 1944, holding the FFDTD in Boston 
to avoid travel during World War II. For seventeen years he 
was a member of the Trustees of the Permanent Fund, having 
last served in 1966 when he retired to Florida. 

CPT Bunker had a long and spectacular career in business 
and social life. He was the President and Treasurer of the High- 
land Ice Company of West Roxbury, a most prosperous firm, 
and, in fact, cornered the market of ice in 1917. He would not 
take advantage of that fact, however, and continued to serve his 
customers and others in the Boston area without raising the 
price of ice, for which he was widely acclaimed. 

“Bunk”, as he was affectionately called, was a big powerful 
man, as those who shook hands with him became painfully 
aware. His friendliness and personality were appreciated by all 
whom he came in contact with, especially in the Ancients. 

He will long be remembered.

COLONEL EUGENE A. HUDSON

Colonel Eugene A. Hudson, the 239th Captain of the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was 
born in East Boston and grew up in East Boston and Somerville. 
He became a member of the Bar of Massachusetts and quickly 
established a successful law practice in Boston. He was Second 
Lieutenant in 1939 and First Lieutenant in 1941. He was com- 
missioned a Major in the United States Army Air Force in 1942, 
being later promoted to Lieutenat Colonel and was awarded the 
Bronze Star for his services. After service in the United States 
he served in Alaska and later as an Intelligence Officer in Eng- 
land for 21/2 years. After VE day he was transferred to Switzer- 
land to interview interned U. S. pilots and was honorably dis- 
charged from the Army in late 1945, 


Upon return to Massachusetts he was appointed confidential 
secretary to the late Governor Maurice Tobin and was appointed 
by him as an Associate Justice of the Massachusetts Superior 
Court, where he served with distinction and honor to within a 
month of his death. 
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Colonel Hudson was elected Captain of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company and served as such in 19-47-1948. 
He commanded the Company in Bermuda for the Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty which was most successful. 


He was married to the former Catherine Coyne who was a 
famous War correspondent in World War II, and after their 
marriage bought and lived in a charming house in West Harwich. 


During his service as a Judge he sat in every shire town in 
Massachusetts and presided over many famous murder trials. He 
was considered to be one of the fairest and ablest Jurists on the 
bench and was highly respected by all who knew him for his 
competence and ability. 


After his service as Captain he never lost his interest in the 
Company or in the Society of Past Commanders. He was con- 
stantly striving to increase the image of our Company and we 
who served with him are grateful for his friendship and com- 
radeship. As an illustration of his attempt to have the Company 
do for others than themselves, during his term as Captain he 
promoted a four year scholarship competition which was won by 
a Boston boy and arranged tours for children from Nantucket 
who had never been to the Mainland and for them to be enter- 
tained by members of the Company. 


One of our great comrades has joined those of the past, he 
will be missed but never forgotten.

THE ARTILLERY LAND IN BRIEF 


The original charter of the Artillery Company provided 
“The said Military Company are to have 1,000 acres of land.” 
In 1641 a committee was appointed to see that the land was laid 
out but there is no record of any report. In 1654 the General 
Court appointed another committee to lay out the 1,000 acres 
between Concord and Cambridge. As there was no suitable tract 
of that size it was recommended the Company be granted 500 
acres in that location and another 500 in the Southwest of 
“Meadefield”. This grant was not satisfactory and nothing more 
was done until 1673 when the Company was granted 1,000 acres 
in Dunstable. This land was immediately north of the Nashua 
River and west of the Merrimac River and is now part of the 
city of Nashua, N.H. This land was leased out to a tenant and 
over the years was never profitable to the Company. It was 
finally sold in 1737 to Joseph Blanchard, who gave back a mort- 
gage to the Company which was not finally settled for many 
years. 


At the time this grant was made the General Court prom- 
ised the Company an additional 500 acres. This promise was 
kept by a grant of 500 acres in the town of Rutland, Mass. in 
1717. As the Indians were still active at that time the farm 
could not be developed. In 1729 the farm was finally surveyed 
and laid out properly but after a few years it was found the 
profits just about paid the taxes and it was also sold in 1737. 


Of course, had the Company held the land to this day it 
would be quite valuable. However, over the years that value 
could well have been consumed twice over in taxes. It is still 
a good feeling to know that we once owned a sizeable portion 
of the city of Nashua, New Hampshire.

“I have not found greater faith in all Israel.” 


These words of tribute by our Lord, Jesus Christ, were not 
uttered about any of his apostles. They were not spoken about 
any of his disciples or other followers. They were spoken about 
a soldier, a Roman Centurian, who in those days had come to 
Christ and said to him, “Master, my servant is ill. Heal him.” 
Christ said, “Come, show me where you live.” The Centurion 
said, “Master, I am not worthy that you should enter under my 
roof. Simply say the words. My servant will be healed.” Our 
Lord in apparent astonishment over the concern of the officer 
for one of his soldiers and also amazed and thrilled by the depth 
of faith the Centurion showed, said, ‘I have not found so great 
a faith, not even in Israel.” 
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In those days, of course, a Centurion was commandant of 
the equivalent of a company, 100 men; that is why he was called 
a Centurion, and he had enlisted men assigned to him — one, 
an officer to take care of his horse, and one, an officer to take 
care of his weapons and provide his food. Imagine an officer 
with two enlisted men assigned to him. Of course, that was 
somewhat before the Doolittle Report. 

Nevertheless, our Lord was deeply impressed with this man 
whom the Jews told him was good to their people and helped 
them build a city. 

Cardinal Humman said once, ‘‘Had I not been a priest, I 
most certainly would have been a soldier because they are for 
the same purpose —to re-establish justice when it is lost, to 
preserve the peace, to protect the innocent and the weak. 

General MacArthur once said that a soldier’s job is not a 
profession. It is not a career. It is even more than a profes- 
sion. It is a vocation, a calling to the highest ideals of which 
man is capable. 

Contrary to what we hear and read in today’s papers and 
sometimes hear on the TV and radio, this world is not a flower 
garden. It is not now and never has been and never will be. 
It is a warfare. It is a battleground, a right against wrong, of 
injustice against justice, of prejudice against understanding, of 
hate against love; and if you want to put it in theological terms, 
sin against God. It goes on all the time and always has gone 
on, and it goes on in the world of Frank Sampson. The world, 
the flesh and the devil is my empire: the world with its false 
glamour and its phoney tinsel and bobbles, the flesh with its 
seductions and insobriety, the devil with his hatred, his greed, 
his envy, his prejudice. 

It goes on every day of my life as it does within each and 
every one of you; and we would have to be totally blind not to 
recognize the constant struggle within each and every one of us 
to overcome these things that seem to be so powerful within our 
human nature. 

It goes on within the confines of a small family in which 
constant guard has to be put out in order that one selfish 
member of the family does not usurp the rights of the rest of 
the members of that family. It goes on in the smallest commu- 
nity in which its citizens must constantly be on guard lest the 
cunning seek to usurp the rights of other citizens of that com- 
munity; and it certainly goes on in a big city in which citizen- 
ship must constantly watch for those signs of misbehavior of its 
public servants and constantly be on the guard for we inherit 
the kind of a government we deserve. 
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Why then should we be surprised what goes on within the 
confines of a great country like ours and certainly within the 
world family of nations in which we must constantly beware 
lest the selfishness of one greedy and powerful nation overcomes 
its weaker neighbors. 

So, my dear friends, the uniform of our country is an hon- 
orable uniform, something we should be very very proud of. 

There is no way to glamorize war. It must not be. No one 
should misunderstand our position on these things. We hate it. 
Nobody hates it more than the soldier unless it might be the 
Chaplain. I can say damn wars; and in this sacred place, I can 
say prayerfully and not profanely, God damn wars, all wars, It 
is an idiotic projection of politics in an area it doesn’t promote. 
Nevertheless, human nature being what it is and history being 
what it has been, we know that only those who watch can pre- 
serve their freedoms. 

It has been said that war is a terrible thing, but not the 
worst of things. Worse is that poverty of spirit that says nothing 
is worth a war. Such a person can only be kept free by better 
men than himself and made free. 

It is well for us all to understand that in our country we 
are proud that we do not glamorize war and that in our coun- 
try the military is under the direct supervision of the civil au- 
thority of it; but it is also well for us to understand what the 
mission and goal of the military in the United States is. It is 
very clearly spelled out by law, by act of Congress. The mission 
of the military is first to preserve the peace; second, to provide 
for the security of our country, its borders and internal security; 
thirdly, to implement national policies as they pertain to peace 
treaties with friendly nations which of themselves cannot repeal 
the aggression of the more powerful neighbors. 

I see nothing in this mission that doesn’t appeal to the 
highest ideal of every religion whether it be Catholic, Protestant, 
Jewish or other. The tragedy today, it seems to me, in our time, 
is that despite the enormous affluence of our society, we fail to 
appreciate the freedoms that we have in our country. You only 
have to travel abroad for a short time; and I don’t care what 
country you go to—even the most affluent in Europe or Asia, 
even those that pattern their way of life most closely after our 
own — you still come back to these shores feeling that no place 
is freedom so taken for granted, so part and parcel of our every- 
day life, so accepted as providentially our own. 

I would hope that all of you, and perhaps you already have, 
would visit our National Shrine some day; and I don't refer to 
the White House or to the National Capitol. I don’t refer to

the Washington and Lincoln Monuments, the Senate buildings 
or House of Representatives. I refer to those few acres in Vir- 
ginia. Go there early in the morning or late in the evening 
when the crowds have gone and the photographers are not there 
taking pictures and stand there in quiet meditation for just a 
little while in front of that marble monument in which are in- 
scribed the words, ‘Here in honor and glory lies an American 
soldier known but to God.” 


See that monument surrounded by 150,000 of his com- 
panions’ graves, and let it sink in what price the freedoms that 
we enjoy has been paid by them. Visualize, if you will, all the 
young men in that cemetery and all our national cemeteries 
that found their final resting place in their own family plot in 
Burlington, Iowa or Portland, Maine. Visualize all these young 
men who have served their country in its hour of need, whether 
fallen on a battleground or in later life; and see them all, if 
you will, if it were possible to draw aside a veil that separates 
us from them and see them looking down upon us. What would 
they expect of us? Praise? Grandeur? Eloquence? I think not. 
I think they would resent any attempt on our parts to place 
halos about their heads. But if, looking down upon our coun- 
try today they could see us, of every ethnic background, of 
every political affiliation, of every section of the country, of every 
educational level, of every religious conviction, if they could see 
us working together in this gigantic country that God has in 
his providence blessed so enormously, if they could see us work- 
ing together, not just in the spirit of tolerance, if tolerance im- 
plies getting along with someone you would rather do without, 
but in the spirit of brotherly love — if they could see that, then 
figuratively speaking I think they could polish up their brass, 
shine up their boots and figuratively speaking strut down the 
golden streets of paradise proudly saying, “That is my country. 
Those are my people. What I died for was worth dying for.” 


The pessimism and cynicism in our country today is so un- 
worthy of us, and that is why it is such a privilege for me to 
come and visit an organization here that believes in the provi- 
dence of God that brought our country into being and believes 
in the courage and sacrifice of those that have gone before us 
to make it great. 


There are really only two philosophies of life, only two; 
and they are expressed in this little line: —Two men looked out 
from prison bars. One saw the mud and the other saw the 
stars. 
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As we look out from the prison bars of this life, we can see 
the mud and we should. We should see the corruption. We 
should see the evils. We should see it and do something about 
it, but not to confine our view to that as if that is all there is, 
but to range our vision beyond the hills and beyond the moun- 
tains and beyond the stars, up to the two Stars, the Star of David 
and the Star that shines over the crib of Bethelem, and restore 
our faith in the God that has so enormously blessed us. 


More than 100 years ago one of the gentlest and kindest 
men this country has ever known spoke on occasions something 
like this when he said: “It is rather for us to be here dedicated 
to the great task remaining before us; that from these honored 
dead we take increased devotion to that cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of devotion.” 


Indeed it is proper that we be dedicated again and that 
every aspect of American life be dedicated to the proposition 
that we are created equal, that we are endowed by our Creator 
with the inalienable rights which we have so often taken for 
granted. 


Indeed it is proper that we be dedicated again in all aspects 
of American life and that we insist on mutual respect for the 
rights of each of us; that the news media, entering as they do into 
the very sanctuaries of the American homes, seek to elevate rather 
than to degrade; that the entertainment industry does not cater 
to the morbid; that all of us recognize there is a greater God 
than the dollar; and that it is more important to make people 
better than to make automobiles better; and that if America 
expects God to continue to bless us, America must first bless 
God.

Distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen. 


It is a pleasure to announce the arrival of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. This Company 
was founded in 1637 and chartered in 1638. It is to-day under 
command of CPT Edward J. Keelan of Dedham. The line of 
march is: CPT Keelan and LTC James A. Lynch, Jr. of Mel- 
rose, the Adjutant, followed by the Commissioned Staff — Of 
ficers-Elect — Officer of the Day — Officers of the guard — the 
Infantry Wing under command of LTC Joseph S. Zareiko of 
Dover — the Colors— the Governor's representative. As Lieu- 
tenant Governor Donald Dwight steps upon the Common, a 19 
gun salute is rendered by the Artillery Battery. As in prior years, 
the salutes to-day are being fired by our own 1/101 Artillery, 
Massachusetts ARNG. Then follows the Artillery Wing and the 
Sergeants-elect under command of COL Ernest J. Montilio of 
Quincy. 

THE SECOND DIVISION is under command of LTG Otis 
M. Whitney, now of Florida, and consists of visiting delegations 
escorted by the Cadets of The Massachusetts Military Academy, 
organized in 1913. We are pleased to have with us to-day repre- 
sentatives of the following units of the Centennial Legion of 
Historic Military Commands.

The 
Company is being reformed and the Captain Commanding will 
present the Company to Lieutenant Governor Dwight, repre- 
senting Governor Sargent who is in Texas attending the Gov- 
ernors’ Conference. The Governor is now reviewing the Com- 
pany. All units will now pass in review and will then return to 
their original positions. 


THE TRADITIONAL DRUM HEAD ELECTION 


The Company is now forming for the election of the offi 
cers for 1972-1973. The Captain Commanding is directing the 
Adjutant, LTC Lynch, Jr., to form the square. The drum is 
now placed in the center of the square. The Drum Head Elec- 
tion is about to take place. The Adjutant directs the Quarter- 
master, CPT Joseph Milano of Medford, to distribute the bal- 
lots. Each Sergeant is now distributing the ballots to the men of 
his Section. The ballots have been cast and the Sergeants are 
depositing them on the Drum Head. The Adjutant counts the 
ballots and notes the results. The Adjutant is now announcing 
to the Company the results of the election. The Captain Com- 
manding directs the Adjutant to form the Company in line. The 
Captain Commanding now directs the Adjutant to inform the 
Governor of the results of the election and that the officers await 
his pleasure to resign their commissions. The Adjutant carries 
out the order. The results of the election are announced over 
the public address system by the narrator. 


The Adjutant has rejoined the Company and the Captain 
Commanding is advancing across the parade ground toward the 
Governor to resign his commission. The Adjutant General, MG 
Timothy J. Regan, Jr., removes the gorget from the neck of 
Captain Keelan. The gorget is the insignia of office of the Cap- 
tain Commanding. CPT Keelan returns to the Company. CDR 
James André Lamphier of Winchester, the Captain-elect, is ad- 
vancing toward the Governor and the Governor directs the 
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Adjutant General to place the gorget around the neck of Cap- 
tain Lamphier and to confirm his commission. Captain Lam- 
phier returns and takes command of the Company. As he 
returns, a three gun salute is rendered by the Artillery Battery. 


The First Lieutenant advances to the Governor and sur- 
renders his halberd, which is his insignia of office and he resigns 
his commission. He then returns to the Company. LT Robert 
L. Marr of Boston, the First Lieutenant-elect, advances to the 
Governor and his commission is confirmed as he is invested with 
the insignia of his office. He then returns to take command of 
the Infantry Wing. As he returns, a two gun salute is rendered 
by the Artillery Battery. The Second Lieutenant advances to 
the Governor and surrenders his halberd, which is his insignia 
of office and he resigns his commission. He then returns to the 
Company. LCDR John F. Cremens of Cambridge, the Second 
Lieutenant-elect, advances to the Governor and his commission 
is confirmed as he is invested with the insignia of his office. He 
then returns to take command of the Artillery Wing. As he re- 
turns, a one gun salute is rendered by the Artillery Battery. 


Captain Lamphier now directs BG Fred E. Pereira of West 
Roxbury, the Adjutant, to invest each Sergeant-elect with the 
emblem of his office, the Espontoon. The Adjutant verifies the 
roll of Sergeants. He then takes the Espontoon from each re- 
tiring Sergeant and places it in the hand of his successor. Cap- 
tain Lamphier now directs the Adjutant to publish the orders. 
The Company will now pass in review and off of the Common. 


This concludes the 334th Anniversary Proceedings and the 
335th traditional Drum Head Election of the AKHAC of Mas- 
sachusetts.

The Company is the last surviving off-shoot of the Honourable 
Artillery of London, founded by King Henry VIII. 

(Applause — applause.) 

Thank you. Your Company was founded almost one cen- 
tury later in Massachusetts and it is the oldest military organiza- 
tion in the United States and the last surviving off-shoot, as I 
said, of the Great and Honourable Artillery Company of Lon- 
don, of which The Queen is the Captain General. Among its 
distinguished members, have been the English poet John Milton, 
the great architect Christopher Wren, the great Duke of Marl- 
borough, and the grand old Duke of York. He was the head of 
the Honourable Artillery Company and he had the title of Com- 
mander in Chief. 

Another member of the Artillery, a Frenchman, the French 
Consul General, is here this evening. He may well accompany 
your Company to Europe when they visit Paris soon. I am sure 
that my French colleague will be kind with you all and con- 
cerned, and he will await your visit. 

I am delighted that I should be allowed to be here tonight. 
Captain Keelan has been a most hospitable host and has had a 
marvelous term of office and has contributed much to the suc- 
cess of this Company. 

I can understand why the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company allows its Captains only one year as a term of office.

CPT KEELan: 

To respond to the toast to the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, we have a life member and always the friend of the 
Company, and a friend of mine, a man that has distinguished 
himself in a career as a military man, and as a man in business 
life. In response to this toast I introduce to you The Adjutant 
General, Major General Timothy J. Regan, Jr. 


GENERAL REGAN: 

Captain Keelan, Chaplain Bauer, distinguished head table 
guests, field commanders, my comrades and your guests. 

With the greatest of pleasure I appear tonight to present 
to you the sentiments of our Commander in Chief, His Excel- 
lency, Francis W. Sargent, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

We are gathered here at this 334th anniversary banquet to 
enjoy the grateful memory of what all our predecessors have 
done by their sacrifices. They have added to the glory of the 
State and the Nation and made it possible for all of us to live 
happily in this land of sunshine and freedom. We fought for 
this freedom and we shall continue to do so. Young Americans 
have continued to fight for freedom around the globe. We do 
love this land and shall continue to do so. 

When we say we love our country we love the New Eng- 
land shores and the rolling hills and the valleys. We love the 
infinite variety of plains and mountains and deserts. In such a 
great country as ours, patriotism must not die, but it must live 
on. We all know of Bunker Hill and Dorchester Heights — how 
our countrymen responded to freedom’s call. I hope every citi- 
zen will dedicate himself to the principle of liberty and justice 
for all men. 

All of us pray fervently and long for the end of the war 
and also pray for the sacrifices it entails. We are all aware that 
freedom is indivisible. That which threatens the freedoms of 
others will in time threaten ours. We must therefore never fal- 
ter in the defense of others—in meeting our obligations to 
others — in meeting the obligations of all our citizens to fight 
for their freedoms — and we must be ready and eager to fight 
for the freedom of every patriotic American. 

Every one of us must dedicate ourselves to carry forth from 
this time on so that our children and their children can enjoy 
the freedom and freedoms that we have enjoyed — and that we 
enjoy this evening at this banquet. Thank you very much. 
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CPT Kreran: 

Do you know, comrades, that General Regan is about to 
retire and we owe him a vote —a standing vote of thanks —a 
standing round of applause.

GENERAL REGAN: 
Thank you very much. 
CPT KEELAN: 
I now call on the Adjutant. 
Tue ADJUTANT: 
The fourth regular toast 
Tue Ciry or Boston 
A city with a pursuit—a growing and changing 
skyline — deeper caverns of stone modeling a desire for 
accomplishment. Dreams of the future yet unfolded. 

We have marched its streets today, as well as yester- 

year, and will go on to keep this recalled. 
CPT KeeEtan: 

Gentlemen, I am certain that as we sit around here tonight 
we are enjoying ourselves —and I have had great pleasure in 
introducing the fine gentlemen at the head table. Representa- 
ting the City of Boston, the Honorable Joseph E. Curtis. 

HON Curtis: 

Reverend Chaplain, Captain Keelan, head table guests, Past 
Commanders, members and guests. I bring to you the official 
greetings of the Honorable Mayor of Boston, Mayor Kevin H. 
White. 

Gentlemen, I will be brief. Thirty short years ago World 
War II made me an incurable military —a brass button. 

Any small group of men, in uniform, playing music, brings 
a quickening to my heart and mind. Whenever I watch a parade 
that seems to be true. It is a pleasure to be with you this even- 
ing. There are a few brief thoughts I want to share with you. 

The concerns of most soldiers suggest steel, smoke, blood, 
the roar of cannon —all a part of conflict. However, in the 
park and recreation work in which I have to work, some of the 
most appreciative people in the world are to be found. They 
appreciate the beautiful trees — the grass — the flowers. How 
most of these things are growing —and it is so true that our 

soldiers appreciate these things. General Douglas MacArthur, 
General Mark Clark, General Dwight Eisenhower, and even 
Admiral Bull Halsey, and surprisingly enough George S. Pat- 
ton — all of them appreciated beauty — the fine things. Conse- 
quently at the same time, there are soldiers and sailors all over 
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the world who are being defiled —even on the very corners of 
the streets around the City of Boston — we are all being chal- 
lenged. 

Men still shout from the grandstand for courage, loyalty, 
patriotism — that is what all this means to me. 

The challenge I would like to offer to you is to proceed — 
carry on —and I would like to add my own personal toast to 
the men who are fighting — the fighting men — and I suggest 
that there is no outfit or organization better equipped to do this 
than the Ancient and Honorable Artillery — for them to restore 
this image to the American fighting men, the soldier and the 
sailor and the airman — please — again, my toast to them. 

THE BODY. Yea. Yea. 

CPT Kerevan: 

Thank you very much. Thank you, Mr. Curtis. It was very 
brief, but it was up to the minute. I think you have just por- 
trayed what we all feel.

I extend my warmest greetings to Governor 
Sargent, and the newly elected commissioned officers and all. 
You have my best wishes on your memorable celebration.” 

It is signed Spiro Agnew, Vice President of the United 
States of America. 

CPT KEeELan: 
Now give the Adjutant your attention again. 
Tue ADJUTANT: 
The fifth regular toast 
Tue ARMED Forces OF THE UNITED STATES 
A dedication to service — an obedience to order — 

a response to alarm. Respected always for its devotion 

—attacked at times and incorrectly for its dignity but 

always the guardian of our precious freedoms and his- 

toric inheritance. 
CPT KEeELan: 

Please be seated gentlemen. In response to the toast of the 
Armed Services of this United States, it is a distinguished pleas- 
ure for me to present to you and your guests, Brigadier General 
DeWitt Armstrong, General Armstrong. 
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BG ARMSTRONG: 

Captain Keelan, head table guests, members of the Com- 
pany, we are a product of the people of the United States. We 
depend totally on them for our effectiveness and support and 
understanding. The big object is not how effective we have been 
at certain times throughout the year, but how effective we can 
be in the future. I would ask you that you join me in a toast 
to those whom we all serve —the people of the United States 
of America. 

THE BODY. Yea. Yea. 


CPT Kereian: 

Thank you General Armstrong. 

The next gentleman is an old Notre Dame man and is the 
President of an organization that is known as the USO. He is 
a Major General and former Chief of Army Chaplains. It is 
with great delight that I introduce to you, Major General Fran- 
cis L. Sampson. 


MG Sampson: 
You know that was a very flattering introduction by your 


Captain, Captain Keelan. 


I can recall back in 1913 when there was a Chaplain by the 
name of Benjamin Arnold. He was a Chaplain at Fort Snelling. 
In those days the Chaplain’s job was not only carrying out the 
services, he had everything else that nobody else wanted to do. 
He was the Club Officer in the library. He was a Special Service 
Officer. He was also the Athletic Officer. He might hold service 
on Sunday — two of them, if he had time. 


It seems that some men were out cleaning up the polo 
grounds — in those days that was a means of serving Company 
punishment — and there was an officer who rode by on a polo 
pony and one of the soldiers policing up the area said or called 
this officer a foul name. The officer wheeled on his mount and 
preferred charges against the man. That man went to the Chap- 
lain to get a defense counsel. The Chaplain could not see much 
of a defense but he said he would do the best he could. 


In the course of the trial, two of the men came up to give 
witness to the testimony and each of them acknowledged that 
the man had indeed called the officer a foul name. Finally, he 
got the Sergeant who was in charge of the detail and he said, 
“Now, Sergeant, did not the accused call the officer a name?” 
The witness said, “Yes, he did.” The next question was, “Did 
he call him by the name?” The witness said, “No, he did not do 
that.” The next question was, “Well, did he go up to the officer 
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and give him a salute and then say, sir, you area. . .?’’ The an- 
swer was, “No, he did not do that either.” Then the question 
was, “Well, did he point with his finger and say, in such a way 
that nobody could misunderstand, that he was a.. .?” The an- 
swer — “No.” The question — ‘Well how do you know that the 
accused may not have been referring to another, sir, when he 
called him that?” The answer — “Because the officer was the 
only... there.” 

I do not have any great message for you tonight, but I 
would like those who are here to accept this point that I make 
—it is important to me — but unless this party of men are con- 
cerned with the youth of today the organization means nothing. 
You can be a group that enjoys vacations; you can be a com- 
panionable group who enjoy evenings together now and then; 
then of course, you are frittering away your time and not con- 
tributing to your country. 

I submit that everyone here has by the nature of his join- 
ing this unit intentions to be a contributing member — a mem- 
ber of an organization which is interested in the welfare of the 
youth — of the nation — and the defense of our country. 

That is doing something of value— but do not forget the 
youth — you must consider the young men serving in the Army 
today as not soldiers of your country — not mercenaries — they 
are your sons — they are your sons and your daughters, and they 
need your support, and I appeal to you for that. Thank you. 

(Applause — applause — applause.) 

CPT Kerevan: 

I have listened to your words — your remarks — and they 
were beautiful. Please give your attention to the Adjutant. 
THE ADJUTANT: 

The sixth regular toast 
THE Honourable ARTILLERY COMPANY oF LONDON 
Our gracious host of months past —a renewed tra- 
dition — many lasting friendships kindled —a cordial- 

ity rarely seen. It is necessary that such be fastened for 

years that lie ahead. 
CPT KEreELan: 

Be seated gentlemen. 

Due to the untimely death of His Royal Highness, the Duke 
of Windsor, who was a member of our Company, the delegate 
from the London Company was unable to be with us today. He 
sends to all of us, all of you, his comrades, the very best of every- 
thing that happens. He feels badly that he could not have been 
in attendance here tonight. 
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He says, “Regards from the Honourable Artillery Company 
of London to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts — with great regret unable to be in attendance.” 

MAJ John A. Hill, HAC 

You have made many, many friends in the Honourable Ar- 
tillery Company of London, gentlemen. I might say this, that 
after our trip over there, I must have received 300 letters from 
the members of the Honourable Artillery Company of London 
and they all stated how close they feel to the membership of 
our Company, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. 

You have made your mark, gentlemen. You have made re- 
lationships that you would probably under no other circum- 
stances make. You did a great job. There were some gentlemen 
who were unable to make it, but should they have made it, 
they certainly would have enjoyed themselves. We were sorry to 
see that they were not able to be present. 

Now I would like to have you all stand for a moment of 
silence in memory of His Royal Highness, the Duke of Windsor, 
a member of our Artillery Company. 

(They do so.) 

You may now be seated gentlemen. 

I would now like to have Edward J. King of the Massachu- 
setts Port Authority say a few words. He was involved in our 
organization when we had to have the QE2 and to deliver that 
ship to Boston without any problem. One of your great friends 
Edward J. King, Executive Secretary. 

Mr. Kino: 

Captain Keelan, Reverend Clergy, distinguished guests and 
all of the members. Of course, the QE2 sailed on her maiden 
voyage to Boston with 275 members. We were delighted to have 
that happen and it could not have happened without your Cap- 
tain and your Adjutant, Jim Lynch. 

To all of you, your Company commanders, all of you, thank 
you for your interest in the Port of Boston. Good evening, Gen- 
tlemen. 

CPT Keetan: 

Thank you very much, Ed King. I appreciate that you were 
a great help to us when we were trying to move this ship into 
Boston. I happened to be in New York the other evening to see 
my daughter off on a less expensive voyage but one thing about 
the QE2, that ship, they will never forget it. The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company will never forget that ship. 

Gentlemen now give your attention to the Senior Past Com- 
mander present, BG Edward J. Kane. 
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BG Kane: 

This is the first time that what is to be done will be done 
in this manner. Formerly, the Society of Past Commanders pre- 
sented to the Captain going out the Past Commander’s Gorget, 
but this year the whole Company is participating. 

This is a gift from the Company to you, Captain Keelan, 
and believe me it is very well deserved. Gentlemen, you have 
been fortunate in having such a Commander, such a worker, as 
Ed Keelan. He really worked, believe me, gentlemen. It is with 
the greatest of pleasure, I now present to him this miniature gor- 
get, and believe me, this is the most expensive trinket one will 
ever purchase in this life. 


CPT Kerevan: 

You know it is not without appreciation that I receive this 
medal of the Past Commander. I was told in London that I 
would never be elected to this Society, but it was one of the 
greatest moments in my life when I found that I had — and 
also to have such a friend as General Kane. 

I would like to say I am deeply indebted and deeply hon- 
ored to receive this and to be a part of the Society of Past Com- 
manders. I will treasure this always as part of this Company, 
and part of the honor that you have bestowed upon me to- 
night. I accept this with deep appreciation. Thank you very 
much gentlemen, Thank you Past Commander Kane. 

THE ADJUTANT: 

Now, First Sergeant Harry E. Carlson. 
SGT Cartson: 

We were Sergeants for a year—and the 12 of us enjoyed 
that year. We enjoyed it with you people for you were great. 
We enjoyed it on the QE2. In England all of our trip we thor- 
oughly enjoyed as Sergeants. We have a little present for our 
Captain whom we admire. This present will match the book 
ends that he has and which were given to him during this past 
year. 

On behalf of the Sergeants this year we are proud to have 
served with you, Captain Keelan, and with the entire group of 
the members — it has been a pleasure, Captain Keelan. 

(Presented gift to Captain Keelan.) 


CPT KEELAN: 

Thank you very much. These Sergeants are the lifeline of 
this Company. You have supported them and that makes it all 
the more worthwhile for them. The friendships that have de- 
veloped for all of you who have ventured into the politics of the 
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A&HAC are now evident to you all. Those friendships, it seems 
to me, will be the greatest relationships that each and any one 
of you may ever have. 

I think that for all of you new members of this Company, 
your associations, your relationships, your friendships, and the 
years — the many, many wonderful times that will come to you 
—they will all be yours — and it is so important for you to get 
involved in the matters of your Company. It is a great thing. 

(Applause — applause.) 

THe ADJUTANT:

COL Tueopovus: 

Captain Keelan, General Regan, head table guests, and Hon- 
orable Ancients.

I am doubly proud this year to represent the Massachu- 
setts Military Academy and its Alumni Association. I cannot — 
we cannot — begin to tell you how grateful we are for your sup- 
port and your generosity for without it we would be at a loss.

PRESENTATIONS — 334th FFDTD 


BG I. Jeromr O'Connor, PC, Gift Chairman 


Early in the planning of the 334th FFDTD and long before 
June Day 1971, Captain Keelan asked the writer to accept the 
responsibility of Gift Chairman and to recommend and procure 
appropriate gifts for presentation to distinguished and worthy 
recipients as well as a suitable Captain’s Gift and a commemora- 
tive medal and service bar. After several months of investigation 
and consideration of many and varied items, recommendations 
were made to Captain Keelan and acceptd by him. 


Because of the time required for the crafting of the principal 
gifts, firm commitments had to be made before Captain Keelan 
was elected to office and before consent was received to make 
certain of the presentations, especially that to Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth II. Accordingly, all items from The Towle 
Silversmiths were charged to the personal account of the Gift 
Chairman with the consent of Captain Keelan who agreed to 
share the financial obligation with him. At no time was the 
credit of the Company pledged. 


The 334th FFDTD Budget was approved by vote of the 
Company at a Special Meeting on 23 August 1971. If the 
members had failed to approve the expenditures for presenta- 
tions, in whole or in part, the Company could not have been 
required to pay The Towle Silversmiths, or any other vendor, 
for any tiems not approved. The Captain and the Gift Chair- 
man would have paid the amount due and would have owned 
the merchandise. The items approved by the members were 
paid for by the Company, to the extent set forth in the budget. 
Additional items which were ordered were paid for by the 
Captain and the Gift Chairman. 


After the preliminary overtures had been made, Captain 
Keelan addressed a formal request to The Honorable William 
P. Rogers, Secretary of State, from which the following is an 
extract: 


“As on prior visits, the Company desires to make a suitable presentation 
to The Queen. In 1954, the prestigious Towle Silversmiths of Newburyport, 
Massachusetts produced the beautiful sterling silver bowl which Her Majesty 
so graciously accepted. This year, the Company has selected the sterling 
silver Royal Windsor Tea Service. It is the first complete such service de- 
signed and produced by The Towle Silversmiths. It has been very limited 
in production. The last complete set was made in 1965 and the last one 
before that was made in 1960. The design is typically English and was 
inspired by the designs of Windsor Castle. 


“For additional information . +, enclosed is a short History of The 
Towle Silversmiths along with the Towle Family Tree. 


“The officers and members of the AYHAC would appreciate the good 
offices of the State Department in initiating the proper proceedings with 
Her Majesty’s Government to secure permission to make this presentation 
in 1971.”

Under date of 12 July 1971, Captain Keelan was advised 
by Mr. Robert Montgomery Scott, Special Assistant to the Am- 
bassador at the Embassy of the United States of America, 
London, England, as follows: 


“I have to-day heard from the Foreign and Commonwealth Office that 
The Queen would be pleased to accept the tea service from the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company when she receives them in October. Her 
Majesty has asked ‘that we express to the Company her gratitude.” 

In 1954, one replica of The Queen's Bowl was produced 
and Towle stipulated that it would be the only one. ‘The Com- 
pany did not see fit to acquire ownership of a replica at that 
time, hence, the only replica was retained by The Towle Silver- 
smiths. It is not now available to the Company. 


In 1971, two replicas of the Royal Windsor Tea Service 
presented to The Queen were produced and Towle has stipu- 
lated that they will be the only two produced. Captain Keelan 
desired a replica for himself and the Gift Chairman desired 
to make one available to the Company if it should see fit to 
acquire ownership of a replica. These two replicas were among 
the additional items which were ordered before June Day 1971 
and which have been paid for by the Captain and the Gift 
Chairman. The Captain has his tea set and the Gift Chairman 
has the replica which was ordered with ultimate ownership by 
the Company in mind. It is still available. This tea set is being 
offered for use by Her Majesty’s Consul General at Boston as 
appropriate occasions arise. 


The Towle Silversmiths were commissioned to craft these 
three tea sets. They placed orders with their suppliers for the 
silver and the work was begun before June Day 1971. Under 
date of 13 August 1971, Towle advised that the three Royal 
Windsor tea sets were ready for shipment. 


It was arranged that each of the seven pieces of the tea set 
for The Queen would be modified in the design and that each 
of the seven pieces in each of the additional two sets would also 
be modified in the exact same manner as the set for The Queen. 
An insight into the significance of this action can be gained 
from a reading of this extract from correspondence received from 
Towle: 


“As requested, these three tea sets have been changed, and one for 
The Queen has had a “Q” stamped beside the present number, The two 


tea services... have been stamped “QX" beside the original number. 
Queen Elizabeth will have the only tea set in the world ‘ith this kind of 
stamp and... the only two in the world with the “QX” stamp, plus the 


fact that the de sign on these three only will be different to the original 
design on this tea set. 


“Lam sure you will appreciate there will be a modest extra charge 
for changing the design on these three very special tea sels.”

Short History of the Towle Silversmiths 


You might say that the history of Towle, in fact, originated in 
England, for the first craftsmen were Moultons whose forebear, William 
Moulton, migrated in 1634 to the New World from the village of Ormsby, 
Norfolk, England. His son, William Il, became the first silversmith in 
Newburyport, Massachusetts and Towle dates its craftsmanship back to 
1690 — more than 280 years. 

In 1690, not far from the present site of the ivy-covered Towle main 
factory, William Moulton, who had moved from his father's home in 
Hampton, New Hampshire, and his son, Joseph |, began turning out 
their incomparable sterling products that are now treasured by many 
collectors. 

In the tradition of the times, and of the town, the silver artistry of 
the Moultons was handed down from father to son. Ultimately, six 
generations of Moultons carried on their craft, a record of its kind for 
unbroken continuity and brilliance. 

Then, in 1857, when the last of the Moulton smiths had crafted the 
last of his celebrated creations, Anthony F. Towle and William P. Jones, 
apprentices fittingly to William Moulton, went into business. This part- 
nership was the direct parent of the Towle Manufacturing Company. 

Successive generations of folks in the Newburyport area have 
worked at Towle. In its plant today, are employees whose parents, 
grandparents, great grandparents were Towle craftsmen. Towle is a 
publicly-owned company that numbers among its stockholders descen- 
dants of Newburyport's early residents and some of its oldest public 
institutions. 

However, in 1916, there came to Towle a man who was not a 
descendant of the early settlers, but one who will be long remembered 
as one of the most creative craftsmen ever employed by Towle. He was 
Harold E. Nock who came to Towle as factory manager. He was born 
in Birmingham, England and came to this country as a boy with his 
parents. His formal schooling was scanty, but his self-education carried 
him further than many college graduates go. His first job was in a 
printing shop, then with a jewelry firm, after which he came to Towle, 
and stayed for 34 years. 

He was amazingly versatile in his interests and during his years at 
Towle his flair for design really came into being. Wherever he went 
he continually whipped out his notebook and pencil in order to make 
a@ rough draft of an unusual moulding, carving or ornament which caught 
his eye. On his first trip abroad he spent much of the voyage in his 
cabin working out designs from decorations he had noticed in the 
lounges or dining saloons of the ship. At times he might be seen in a 
hotel lobby with his head resting on the back of his chair, absorbed in 
sketchina the decorations of the ceiling, which not another person in a 
thousand would ever be likely to look at. 

Mr. Nock made many trips to England over the years and we believe 
it was on one of these trips that he was inspired by designs of Windsor 
Castle which resulted in the beautiful Royal Windsor pattern, which is 
but one of the many successful patterns he designed for Towle. 

The Royal Windsor Tea Set was first introduced in 1936 at the same 
time the sterling silver flatware pattern of the same name came out. 
This tea set is of the finest craftsmanship with the beautiful flowerets and 
beading being hand chased by master silversmiths. The Royal Windsor 
Tea Set is as regal as the name implies and is truly a set to cherish.

However, compliance with the provisions of Section 2 of Ar- 
ticle I shall not be required. The voting procedure shall be in 
accordance with the provisions of Article I.
